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STATEMENT REGARDING THE WORK OF THE INTERNATIONAL 

COMMITTEE 

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 

1. Committee Membership. During the year new members have been 
added to the Committee, in accordance with the authority of the Washing- 
ton Convention, as follows: W. H. Gay, Grand Rapids, Mich. ; John Penman, 
Paris, Ont.; Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., New Haven, Conn.; Arthur Letts, 
Los Angeles, Cal. ; E. M. McBrier, Buffalo, N. Y.; and George W. Perkins, 
New York. The following have iDeen elected as members of the Advisory 
Committee: Wm. Whyte, Winnipeg, Man.; D. A. Budge, Montreal, Que.; 
Robt. A. Falconer, Toronto, Ont.; Bayard H. Christy, Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
J. L. Kemmerer, New York and S. B. Thome, Minersville, Pa. A com- 
plete list of the Committeemen, Advisory members and members of the 
Board of Trustees is shown on another page. 

2. Executive Committee. This Committee, composed of the Chair- 
man, the two Vice-Chairmen and the Treasurer, has general charge of the 
work during the intervals between the meetings of the International Com- 
mittee, and acting for the whole Committee has maintained a general rela- 
tion to all departments of the work carried on in the name of the Interna- 
tional Committee. Richard C. Morse has continued as General Secretary 
with Clarence J. Hicks and John R. Mott as Associates for the Home and 
Foreign fields respectively. 

3. Sub-Committees. The departmental organization of the Commit- 
tee's work on the Home field has continued on the plan followed for a num- 
ber of years past, each department with its own sub-committee in close 
relation to the details of its work. These sub-committees have reported 
in detail to the regular monthly meetings of the International Committee. 

4. Canadian Section. The members of the International Committee 
resident in Canada, constituting the Canadian Section, have continued 
their helpful relation to the work throughout the Dominion. Headquarters 
are maintained in Montreal, and Mr. W. M. Birks continues as Chairman. 
Mr. C. K. Calhoun, for several years Secretary of the Central Department 
of the Montreal Association, has recently begtm work as Field Secretary 
of the International Committee for Canada, reporting directly to the Cana- 
dian Section. The Section also maintains a close relation to the work of 
the other International Secretaries operating in the Canadian Territory 
and the members serve on several sub-committees related to the work on 
the entire North American field. In January, 1909, a two-day Conference 
attended by the Canadian Section Committeemen, the International Sec- 
retaries working in Canada and the general officers of the Committee, was 
held in Toronto when the interests of the work throughout the Dominion, 
were thoroughly considered. .^ 

5. World's Committee. Cephas Brainerd, New York, James Stokes^ 
New York, H. B. Ames, Montreal, Que. and Richard C. Morse, New York 
have been re-elected as the North American members of the World's Com- 
mittee. John R. Mott, New York, has during the year been elected an 
advisory member of the Committee. Vice-Chairman Marling and Secre- 
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taries Hicks and Mott attended the plenary meeting of the Committee at 
Geneva, Switzerland, in August, 1908. The two first mentioned represented 
members from North America who were unable to attend. This Committee 
has co-operated during the year with the Industrial Department of the 
International Committee in work for emigrants leaving European ports 
for the United States and Canada. Special Secretaries have been located 
at Naples, Genoa and at Liverpool. At the latter port, the Liverpool 
Association and the English National Council have carried the chief 
responsibility. 

6. Interbrgtijerhgod Conference. Ralph W. Harbison, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., and Secretaries *C. J. Hicks and F. B. Smith represented the Interna- 
tional Committee, by special invitation in participation with officers of 
the Church Brotherhoods and the Layman's Missionary Movement in an 
all-day Conference at Pittsburgh, Pa., in February, 1909, for the purpose 
of promoting a closer union between the different men's movements. 
Among the questions considered at this meeting was that of a uniform date 
for the annual Week of Prayer for men, and the Associations were asked to 
join with these other organizations in a date during the early part of 
December. As the Association date has for many years been determined by 
the Conventions, this matter has been referred to the World's Committee 
and to the next International Convention. The meeting also proposed 
the holding of a Men's Congress for World Brotherhood in the spring of 1910 
under the direction of a Committee of twenty-seven, nine to be appointed 
from the Church Brotherhoods, nine from the Layman's Missionary Move- 
ment and nine from the International Committee. The Committee ap- 
pointed as its representatives the following: W. D. Murray, Jas. G. Cannon, 
E. B. Sturges, S. W. Woodward, Wm. Jay Schieffelin, John R. Mott, 
C. J. Hicks, F. B. Smith and L. Wilbur Messer. It is proposed that a similar 
conference of representatives of the three movements which participated 
in the Pittsburgh Conference be held hereafter annually. 

7. Annual Conference. The annual Conference of the International 
Committee's members and Secretaries for 1908 was held in connection 
with the formal opening of the International Committee's new building in 
New York City, May 28th-Jtme 4th. The exercises in connection with the 
opening of the building did not permit of as much time as heretofore for 
presentation of reports and discussion of the work, but the attendance both 
of Committeemen and Secretaries was much larger than ever before. The 
^Conference for 1909 will be held at the usual time lasting over Labor Day 
5n September. 

8. Women's Auxiliary. Financial assistance along the usual lines 
"has been continued in both the home and foreign work, besides special gifts, 
notably the help rendered in the furnishing of the extension to the Brook- 
lyn Naval Branch and the new Norfolk Naval building, both of which 

have been dedicated this year. The former was the gift of the Auxiliary's 
4irst Vice-President, who is also the donor of the gymnasium which has 
just been added to the Fort William McKinley, P. I. Army Association 
building. The Norfolk Branch of the Auxiliary has also rendered a valuable 
service in securing a considerable amount toward the furnishing of the new 
Naval Branch building there. In the death of Mrs. E. A. McAlpin, which 
occurred in the early part of the year, the men of the Army and Navy have 
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lost a valuable friend, one who was devoted to their interests and who 
promoted their welfare in every possible way. Mrs. McAlpin had been Presi- 
dent of the Auxiliary since its organization in 1897, and rendered a service 
of inestimable value. In November, Mrs. J. E. L. Davis, who has been a 
member almost from the beginning of the work of the Auxiliary, accepted 
the office of President. The other officers are: Mrs. Russell Sage, First 
Vice-President, Miss Helen Miller Gould, Second Vice-President, Miss 
Caroline B. Chapman, Third Vice-President; Mrs. Charles F. Darlington, 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

9. Board OF Trustees. The regular annual meeting of the Trustees 
was held January 19, 1909. The total amount of endowment funds on 
hand for all purposes, as shown by the report of Jas. G. Cannon, Treasurer, 
is $949,476.64, of which amount $945,636.15 is invested in interest bearing 
securities. This report has been properly audited and certified. The 
income for the year from the various funds in the hands of the Treasurer 
turned over to the Committee for its regular budget work amounts to 
$30,886.97 as shown elsewhere in the statement of the Treasurer of the 
International Committee. 

10. ' Annual Dinner. The usual annual dinner of the Committee was 
held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York City on November 12,1908, 
and was attended by more than four hundred friends and contributors 
from New York as well as from distant points, making it the largest gather- 
ing of this kind yet held. 

11. Summer Conferences. In addition to the eight Student Con- 
ferences, Summer Institutes for professional training of employed officers 
were held last summer at Lake Geneva, Wis. ; Hot Springs, Ark. ; Estes Park, 
Colo.; Lake Couchiching, Ont. and Silver Bay, N. Y. with approximately 
eight hundred students enrolled. A large part of these were Secretaries 
and other employed officers who have been in Association work for several 
years, while many were assistants desiring further training, with a con- 
siderable number of young men seeking to fit themselves to enter the work. 
As heretofore, the responsibility for the entire management and leadership 
of the Student Conferences has rested with the International Committee, 
and in all of these other Conferences and Institutes the Committee has 
largely participated through the service of its Secretaries as instructors and 
leaders of departmental Institutes. 

II. HOME WORK. 

1. Business Department. This Department continues to have rela-' 
tion to the general business affairs of the Committee, including the ad- 
ministration of its finances with regard to both receipts and expenditures. 
The work of the Department is under the direction of the Executive and- 
Finance Committees. F. B. Shipp continues as the Executive Secretary' 
of the Department, and as such has acted as the special representative of 
the Treasurer in handling the Committee's funds. In addition to the fore- 
going duties, Mr. Shipp has during the past year been assigned by the 
Executive Committee to special co-operation with Mr. Hicks in matters 
connected with the general administration of the work on the Home field. 
On March 1, 1909 Mr. J. F. McTyier, formerly one of the Secretaries on 
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the Canal Zone, was added to the staff of Business Department Secretaries, 
and gives a considerable portion of his time to matters connected with the 
Financial offices. 

(a) Finances, The total expenditures of the Committee for its 
regular work for the year ending December 31, 1908, were $433,695.99; of 
this amount $254,838.55 was expended on the Home Field and $178,857.44 
on the Foreign Field. This exceeds the total expenditures for 1907 by 
$43,296.02, and although the year was one of financial stringency through- 
out the coimtry, the Committee was enabled, as heretofore, through the 
loyal co-operation of its many friends, to close the year with all bills paid. 
In a larger measure than ever before, the different departments have 
assumed responsibility for the securing of fimds, and the Department has 
continued to have the valuable co-operation of Thomas K. Cree in financial 
work. The Foreign Department has continued to carry the chief respon- 
sibility for its budget. Charles E. Lyman acts as the Committee's Cashier, 
and the auditing of bills is attended to by George C. Cameron. 

(b) General Office Work. P. F. Jerome acts as Secretary for gen- 
eral office work, including purchasing, employment of stenographers and 
clerks and the ordering of printed matter, except for the Publication Uepart- 
ment. He has also during the year come into a responsible relation to the 
details of the management of the Committee's headquarters building. 

(c) Headquarters Building. The increased office room and the 
improved facilities for administrative work, which the new building of the 
Committee provides, have greatly added to the efficiency and usefulness 
to the Associations of the International work. The entire expense to the 
Committee for building maintenance is about the same as the rental charges 
in the former crowded inadequate temporary quarters. It is hoped that 
before long special endowment can be secured to cover the cost of main- 
taining the building. A. E. Pettit continues as Superintendent of the building. 
» {d) Historical Library. J. T. Bowne still maintains a general over- 
sight of the library work, giving to it such attention as is necessary from 
time to time. Frank E. Burgess continues in direct charge devoting his 
entire time to the library, which has been improved during the year by the 
addition of much new matter and by a more thorough classification of 
books and pamphlets already on hand. 

2. Publication Department. Henry D. Dickson assumed his duties 
as senior secretary of this department January 18th, succeeding E. M. Willis 
whose responsibilities in connection with the Silver Bay interests made his 
resignation necessary. Mr. Dickson has had an exceptional training for 
this position as Secretary at Central Department, Buffalo, and for the past 
^eleven years at 23d Street Branch, New York City. He has acquired a 
familiarity with the needs of the local Association that will enable him to 
render great service to the brotherhood in his new office. The other Sec- 
retaries in the Department are G. L. Leonard, H. S. Ninde, R. J. Cole, A. T. 
Magagnos. D. S. Jillson, formerly of the Pennsylvania State Committee, 
has been added to the secretarial staff. The volume of business during 
the past year was substantially the same as during 1907 with the exception 
that "Association Men*' showed a decided increase in receipts from adver- 
tising and subscriptions. The advertising patronage has been more 
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extended and stable, and the financial showing has been more satisfac- 
tory than heretofore. Mr. Willis still retains a relation to the Publication 
Department as the Business Manager of "Association Men" and the 
improved financial showing is largely due to his handling of the business 
interests of the paper. 

3. ^^Association Men." '^Association Men" has recorded the most 
favorable year of its service to the brotherhood with a larger and increasing 
subscription list. The extension of its circulation has been greatest among 
the rank and file of the Christian men who make the organization effective. 
Many thousands have been induced to follow the notes of daily Bible Study 
by Dr. Bull. The circulation of the annual review number with its several 
editions reached more than 72,000 copies and were used in building cam- 
paigns to a large effect. In Great Britain and in other foreign countries 
the circulation is reported to have been a great help to the leaders of the 
movement. Foreign secretaries write that its monthly visit has brought 
inspiration and kept them in touch with the thought and phase of the 
movement. The Secretaries at isolated points say it has been a great help 
to them in supplying ideas and approved methods of service. Clergymen 
have stated that the stories of Christian service reported in it have read, 
like the acts of the Apostles. 

4. Finance: Building and Maintenance Funds. Unprecedented ac- 
tivity in Building Campaigns has characterized the past year. During 
that time C. S. Ward has conducted campaigns which have produced more 
than $1,400,000. Among the most important of these were Nashville, 
$204,000 for a new building; New Haven, $180,000 for a dangerous debt; 
Montreal, $300,000 for extension in four parts of the city, and the com- 
pletion of a fund of $100,000 for the Railroad Department in Richmond, 
following a series of campaigns in that city which began with $227,000 for 
a city Association building two years ago. The total amouunt which has 
been raised in campaigns conducted by Mr. Ward in the four years which 
he has devoted to this work is $6,500,000. This money has been given by 
140,000 people and has been solicited by 7,500 committee workers. The 
committees have been made up of 100 to 300 of the representative men of 
each city who have made of each campaign *'a great civic movement." As 
a result men in large numbers have been led into Christian service ; having 
learned the lesson of co-operation they have joined in efforts for civic im- 
provements, and it has led to other large fimds being raised for various civic, 
religious, and educational purposes. 

5. The Field Department. This Department is the special repre- 
sentative of the International Committee in the work of pioneering, organ- 
izing and strengthening State and Provincial supervision, and it is also the 
representative of the Committee in its general relation to the City group 
of Associations, with a special responsibility for securing effective local 
leadership, symmetrical development and adequate extension into unoccu- 
pied cities. Bnmo Hobbs is responsible for the general administration of 
the Department and with him are associated C. K. Ober, C. L. Gates and 
W. M. Parsons, with headquarters respectively at Atlanta, Kansas City 
and Minneapolis. As stated on a preceding page, C. K. Calhoun has during 
the year become Field Secretary for Canada, reporting direct to the 
Canadian Section, but working in close co-operation with the other Field 
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Secretaries. Comprehensive plans have been laid for a more thorough 
covering by the Department of the entire North American field as soon as 
needed additional men and the money for their support, can be secured. 
This Department continues its relation to the work among Indian young 
men which is being carried on by Stephen Jones. 

6. County Work Department. John R. Boardman continues as 
Senior Secretary of this Department and has associated with him A. E. 
Roberts in the traveling work. In March 1909 Henry Israel was added to 
the Coimty Work staff to give special attention to office administration. 
During most of the past year William G. Mason has been doing evangelistic 
work in the cotmty field under the direction of the International Committee. 
Robert Weidensall retains an honorary relation to the Department. Re- 
cent State conventions in Maine, Colorado and Nebraska have authorized 
the employment of Secretaries to give their entire time to coimty work. 
The organization of 11 coimties during the year brings the total to 48. The 
force of employed Secretaries now numbers 68 with 12 temporary vacancies. 
Two phases of the work have shown marked advance. Over 3,500 yotmg 
men and older boys were engaged in organized athletic and recreative 
leagues. Nearly 1,000 men and boys have been won to the Christian life, 
a large majority tmiting with the church. The most significant occurrence 
of the year was the recognition of the work of the Department received in 
the report of the Government Commission on country life and in the mes- 
sage of President Roosevelt in transmitting the report to Congress. By 
special invitation Mr. Boardman accompanied the Commission for two 
weeks on its tour of investigation. 

7. Railroad Department. Although rigid economy and retrenchment 
have been the chief characteristics of the railroads of the country during 
the past twelve months, nevertheless the monthly appropriations made by 
nearly 70 railroad corporations toward the maintenance of railroad 
Associations have not been curtailed. On the contrary, in a number of 
instances they have been increased. In three instances where railroads were 
in the hands of receivers, appropriations have been continued upon the 
recommendation of receivers, by the authority of the court, and in two 
instances additional appropriations were secured. E. L. Hamilton, H. O. 
Williams, John F. Moore, J. M. Dudley and W. H. Day have continued in 
the territories occupied by them respectively, as reported a year ago, and 
A. G. Knebel has continued to specialize on religious work among railroad 
men. On July I5th, Mr. F. M. M. Richardson, for some time past Educa- 
tional Director of the Industrial Association at Wilmerding, Pa., will begin 
work with the Committee as special Secretary for educational work on the 
Gould Lines, succeeding R. C. Morse, Jr., resigned to enter railway service. 

The new building of the Long Island Railroad Department, the gift of 
Mrs. Russell Sage, which cost $100,000, was formally opened in November. 
Eleven new buildings have been secured during the year, valued at $401,500. 

With the financial aid of the Industrial Department, work among the 
men in the construction camp was successfully continued at Taft, Mont., 
and was recently undertaken on the western end of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
The remarkable beginning made in Railroad Association work on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway at three important division points, where now 
substantial modem Association buildings have been provided by the rail- 
road company, is being extended to other points. The 13th International 
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Railroad Conference ' held at St. Louis, May 27th to 30th was in many- 
particulars the strongest and best gathering of the kind ever held. It was 
attended by over 1,400 delegates and by a larger number of representa- 
tive railroad officials than any previous conference. 

8. Industrial Department. Charles R. Townson continues as the 
Executive Secretary of the Industrial Department, having associated with 
him Dr. Peter Roberts, G. D. McDill, John Sumner, F. H. Rindge, Jr., Ira 
D. Shaw and Norman C. Schlicter, the latter succeeding H. R. Bernhardt, 
resigned. The two-fold aim of the Industrial Department during the past 
year has been : (a) to secure larger interest in industrial workers on the part 
of local, state and international Association agencies; (6) to establish 
Associations in industrial plants ahd commtmities. To do this two lines of 
work have been conducted : (a) extension ; (6) experimentation for the dis- 
covery of methods. J. A. Baldwin continues in charge of the Southern 
Industrial Institute. John Sumner has been assigned to aid temporarily in 
establishing emigration work at the port of Liverpool. J. R. Thompson 
resigned in January, 1909, on account of ill health, after having faithfully 
served the Committee for several years. 

Among the activities of the year have been: (a) the continued experi- 
mentation at the Kensington Branch, Philadelphia; (6) growth of interest 
by industrial workers and an increase in membership; (c) equipment and 
co-operative support for Associations in four cotton mills, three lumber 
camps, four construction camps, and at a number of manufacturing points ; 
(d) the establishment of Association work for emigrants at the ports of 
Naples, Genoa and Liverpool in co-operation with the World's Committee 
and the National Councils of Italy and Great Britain ; (e) a marked increase 
in efforts on behalf of non-English speaking men in Association commtmi- 
ties, and the production of a simple course of teaching English entitled 
'^English for Coming Americans," by Dr. Peter Roberts. 

9. Student Department. Owing to an increasing volume of work 
in both Student and Foreign Departments, H. P. Andersen, who, for some 
years has given a large part of his time to the executive management of the 
student work, has been transferred to the Foreign Department, and his 
place in the Student Department has been assigned to E. C. Carter, formerly 
General Secretary at Harvard and afterwards National Secretary for India. 
Mr. Mott has spent most of the year, in Europe, where he has been enabled 
to render exceptional service to the student movements of the various coim- 
tries. The following men have served as traveling secretaries in their 
respective fields: F. M. Harris, the East; A. J. Elliott, the West; T. H. 
Billings, Canada; W. D. Weatherford and W. E. Willis, the South. Gilbert 
A.Beaver has been engaged in special work for this department and E. C. 
Mercer, who is closely affiliated though not officially connected with the 
Student Department, has visited a large number of institutions, especially 
in the West, in evangelistic effort. John A. Addison has continued to serve 
as office secretary. Thornton B. Penfield has also continued as Secretary 
for theological institutions and David R. Porter as Secretary for preparatory 
schools. 

The Bible Study work has been supervised by Clayton S. Cooper and 
Neil McMillan, Jr. with Ross A. Hadley as office secretary. A very 
important and effective Bible Conference held in Columbus, Ohio, in October 
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brought together 1,022 delegates of whom 124 were college presidents and 
professors and 90 were editors and college pastors. Soon after the close of 
this conference Mr. Cooper left for a tour of India, China and Japan where 
he very successfully imparted the spirit and plans that have resulted in 
such interest among students of North America. Emphasis in this Bible 
Study propaganda has chiefly been placed upon the training of leaders and 
the formation of the daily Bible Study habit. 

The Student Volimteer Movement has continued to develop missionary 
interest among students. During the past year 326 student volimteers 
have sailed for mission lands, the total of sailed volimteers now being 3,951. 
Gratifying emphasis is noticed on the distinctly spiritual phases of the 
student work. Industrial and social service has enlisted interest in many 
men formerly not actively interested in Christian activity. A number of 
institutions such as Yale, Williams, University of Pennsylvania, the colleges 
in Ohio and many other parts of the country have gone far in constructing 
and carrying out definite plans for such practical service. Eight student 
summer and winter conferences, (one held for the first time in Cascade, 
Colo.) brought together 2,785 delegates and leaders. A score of institutes 
on the work of the ministry have been held at important student centers. 
A study of the subject of the ministry entitled, **The Future Leadership of 
the Church,** together with a series of pamphlets has been published under 
the direction of the Student Department. 

10. Army and Navy Department. William B. Millar and Fred A. 
McCarl, the latter with headquarters in San Francisco, have continued as 
Secretaries of the Department, with Edgar MacNaughten and William J. 
Lamkie as special secretaries in charge respectively of the religious and the 
educational work. On February first John S. Tichenor severed his con- 
nection with the department to become traveling secretary of the Asso- 
ciations in South Africa and beginning July 1st Mr. MacNaughten succeeded 
iiim in the regular work of the department. 

The world tour of the Atlantic Fleet has brought the Association to the 
attention of the enlisted men with stronger emphasis than ever before; at 
nearly every port touched special arrangements were made to care for the 
sailors, Australia, China and Japan, as well as South America joining hands 
with the home Associations in welcoming the men and doing all possible for 
their comfort and entertainment, the result being that the excellent behavior 
of the men was a subject of comment in nearly all the cities visited. 
The new Naval Branch building at Norfolk, Va., which with site cost 
$300,000 the gift of Mr. John D. Rockefeller, was opened in January, 
although the formal dedication did not take place until March 17th. The 
completion of this building just in time to receive the men of the Atlantic 
Fleet was most fortunate, and the sailors showed their appreciation by 
thronging it during the entire time of their stay in Norfolk. Although the 
new $350,000 extension to the Brooklyn Naval Branch was not completed 
tmtil later the bed-rooms were ready when the fleet returned and it became 
necessary to use all of these in both the old and the new buildings, this fact 
showing the wisdom of the larger provision. The crews of several of the 
ships of the navy have contributed toward the furnishing funds of both the 
Brooklyn and the Norfolk buildings, the U. S. S. Virginia leading with 
a gift of $1,000 for the latter building. This ship also gave their homeward 
bound pennant and two flags — costing over $800 to the Norfolk Branch. 
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The new gymnasium at Fort William McKinley, P. I. is also finished. In 
a ten days' canvass there in January nearly $4,000 was secured, almost 
entirely among the enlisted men, for the furnishing of this building, and a 
physical director has been sent from the States to take charge of the work 
in it. In the Philippines the work has been pushed with renewed vigor 
and has received many strong endorsements from officers and men. As 
a result of the work conducted for the men of the fleet during their stay at 
San Francisco a permanent naval branch was organized there, making the 
sixth in the chain of naval branches in this country. Although the Atlantic 
Fleet was away for so large a portion of the year the figures from the naval 
branches in this cotmtry show that a very extensive work was done even in 
its absence, and since the return the different branches have made new 
records in many departments. 

A correspondence Bible course has been inaugurated among the enlisted 
men, and the scope of the Bible and Prayer League has been enlarged to 
include the men in both arms of the service. The educational work has 
made markeci progress and plans for further extension are being consum- 
mated. Twenty-eight secretaries of the Department attended the confer- 
ence and institute at Silver Bay in August. 

11. Colored Men's Department. This department now has 136 As- 
sociations, 96 in educational institutions and 40 in cities, with an aggregate 
membership exceeding 11,000 young men. Notwithstanding the financial 
stringency of the past year two new city Associations and six new student 
Associations were added to the list, a new building was dedicated at New 
Orleans, and the cornerstone of the $100,000.00 building for Washington 
D. C, was laid by President Roosevelt. The year was specially character- 
ized by the splendid advances made in night-school work and by the in- 
creased attendance upon religious meetings. Ten colored student Asso- 
ciations sent delegates to the first International Student Bible Conference 
at Columbus, Ohio. Tuskegee Institute Association employed the first 
student general secretary in this department and enrolled more than 700 
yoimg men in voltmtary Bible Study groups. W. A. Htmton, J. E. Moor- 
land and John B. Watson are the department secretaries'. 

12. Panama. Association work has passed the experimental stage in 
conducting activities in the four government club houses for the white men 
employed on the Panama Canal. The Canal Commission recognizes it as a 
factor in digging the Canal and the authorization of Congress has been 
secured for the construction of f otir additional buildings. The order has been 
approved for the construction at once of the first of these additional build- 
ings at Gatun. Mr. A. Bruce Minear has continued as the Committee's 
representative in general charge of this work on the Canal Zone, and has 
associated with him nine secretaries. Much time and attention is 
given to co-operation with other agencies at work for American residents 
of Panama in promoting imited effort in church, Stmday school, and social 
service work. During the past year Boys' Departments have been organ- 
ized in each of the four Associations. With the co-operation of the Army 
and Navy Departments fimds are being secured to begin work among the 
enlisted men at Camp Elliott where some 600 marines are stationed. 

13. Religious Work Department. A significant feature of the year's 
work was the Conference on Federation of Men's Work held in New York 
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in January, attended by 66 business and professional men and carefully 
chosen employed officers. The discovering and placing of men in the re- 
ligious work directorship continues to require much attention. The Sum- 
mer Training Institute in religious work methods was continued at Silver 
Bay. A new course for religious work directors was inaugurated at Lake 
Geneva, and an advanced course for experienced secretaries and religious 
work directors was established at Silver Bay. 

The work of Fred B. Smith has in the main followed the lines of former 
years. The past year, however, has been made significant by his extensive 
tour in South Africa where he visited 17 Associations, gave 61 addresses and 
conducted 34 conferences. Special attention was given to preparing the 
way for more thorough supervision through a committee representing the 
various colonies. Funds for two years' work were raised and a secretary 
from North America, J. S. Tichenor, is on the field. R. A. Waite, Jr. has 
followed the plan adopted last year of giving his attention almost wholly 
to work in behalf of older boys. H. W. Arnold has devoted the year to 
religious work conferences, evangelistic meetings and special conferences 
in the interest of federation of Christian laymen. W. J. Southam spent a 
few months touring the Canadian field after his return from leave-of- 
absence in England. He resigned in December to return to the pastorate. 
C. R. Drum entered the service of the department February 15th after a 
long and successful experience as a lay worker in the Syracuse Association. 
He will give most of his time to the Canadian Associations promoting all 
types of religious effort. J. E. Lathrop began work as office secretary on 
January 1st, and on May 1st the department took a decided advance step 
when Rev. Clarence A. Barbour, D.D. was added to its list of secretaries. 

14. Educational Department. The past year has witnessed pro- 
gress in the educational work of the Associations, notwithstanding the 
generally unfavorable business conditions which resulted in throwing a 
large number of men and boys out of employment. The total enrollment 
in educational classes shows an increase of nearly 3,000 over the preceding 
year. Fifteen years have passed since the International Committee estab- 
lished its educational department for the promotion and supervision 
of this work among the Associations of North America, and it is interesting 
to note the following, among other items of advance, in educational work, 
during this period: (a) An increase of from 15,000 to 46,789 in the 
enrollment of employed men and boys in night classes. (6) An increase 
from 500 to 2,100 in the number of paid teachers, (c) An increase from 
$60,000 to $565,840 in the total expenses for educational work, (d) An 
increase in students* tuition fees from a merely nominal amoimt to $353,242. 
George B. Hodge, who was the first Educational Secretary of the Interna- 
tional Committee, continues as the head of the department, and has asso- 
ciated with him Robert T. Hill. W. J. Lamkie is related to the Army and 
Navy Department with special reference to educational work among 
enlisted men, and, as noted in the statement of the Railroad Department, 
F. M. M. Richardson has recently been secured as a special Educational 
Secretary for work with the Railroad Associations on the Gould lines. 
Among the special developments of the year, is the large increase in the 
number of Associations teaching English to foreigners, nearly all of these 
using the course by Dr. Peter Roberts of the Industrial Department, 
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entitled **English for Coming Americans.'* Through the kindness of a firm 
friend of Association educational work, Mr. Hodge was privileged to spend 
several weeks in Europe, early in 1909, making a study of the work being 
done for employed men and boys in the trade and technical schools. 

15. Physical Department. This department under the continued 
leadership of Dr. George J. Fisher has promoted the physical work of the 
Associations by defining and standardizing it, co-ordinating it with other 
departments of the work and by bringing it to a higher grade of efficiency. 

The problem of adapting physical work to the needs of industrial workers, 
to meet conditions in rural commimities, among colored men, among 
immigrants, in the army and navy and in foreign lands, has received special 
attention during the year and marked progress has been made. These new 
departments of work have greatly modified the character of the physical 
work and in fact demanded a wider ministry including not only the more 
restricted method of prescribing scientific muscular exercise, but special 
emphasis upon the teaching of personal hygiene and such forms of effort as 
may better be classified as physical welfare work. 

The Social Service Movement in the Association has so greatly advanced 
and the physical department has had so large a part in it that the Associa- 
tions have become potent factors in promoting social play, in the develop- 
ment of public playgrounds, in educating the community with reference 
to the prevention of disease and in co-operation with schools, churches 
and colleges by furnishing trained volunteers to conduct the physical work. 
The Stmday School Athletic League which is fast becoming a national 
movement -is the direct product of Asssociation suggestion. First aid to 
the injured and the teaching of swimming to the boys annd young men of 
the commimity has been done on a comprehensive scale, thus introducing 
the more altruistic types of service, in which the members are enlisted in 
the actual work of instruction. Increasingly the physical department is 
enabled to promote volunteer social service by its wider interpretation of 
physical training. The Association is having a larger part from year to 
year in promoting sane and clean athletics. 

This year a imique contribution of men has been made to the foreign 
work, some of our most efficient physical directors having been sent to 
foreign lands where there is a demand for the American type of physical 
training. The lesson of physical righteousness is being taught in lands 
where the cultivation of bodily vigor has not been a part of the native 
religious life and such teaching will revolutionize religious thought and 
education and is already proving a powerful factor in changing the lives of 
the yotmg men in the Orient. 

16. Boys' Work Department. The work with boys is not confined 
to any one department, but in an increasing manner, each considers that 
it has an obligation for boys as well as for men. The Boys' Work Depart- 
ment, while having special responsibilities assumed by no other department 
also seeks to corelate the boys' work which is inextricably interwoven with 
practically all departments. 

The general administration has continued to rest upon Edgar M.Robinson. 
Particular attention has been given to the Western field by F. A. Crosby 
and to the Canadian field by F. H. T. Ritchie. Under the joint auspices 
of the Student and Boys' Work Departments, David R. Porter has 
addressed himself to the work for nearly half a million boys in public and 
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private secondary schools. R. A. Waite, Jr. of the Religious Work 
Department is giving most of his time to Religious Work with boys and Mr. 
Albert E. Roberts of the County Work Department and Robert 
T. Hill of the Educational Department give attention to Boys* work in 
their respective fields. Over two hundred men bear the title of Boys' 
Work Secretaries and several himdred other men are giving considerable 
attention to the development of this work in various capacities. Centers 
of training for leaders have been maintained at Lake George, Geneva and 
Couchiching, and there is a marked tendency to change the State camps 
from summer recreation to definite training of leaders for Christian service. 

The conviction that it is the business of the Boys* Work Department to 
build up boys rather than departments or organizations, is changing the 
character of the work in many places, and while the work in the btiildings 
is better than formerly, more and more time is given to co-operation with 
other agencies at work with boys. The work with boys at large seems not 
only to keep pace with the general growth of the movement, but in some 
ways is growing even more rapidly. 

17. Secretarial Department. Much as the Associations need money 
and buildings their greatest need is men of vision, administrative ability and 
spiritual power for positions of leadership. The Secretarial Department 
tries to supply this need by discovering and securing such men. During 
1908, 892 were interviewed or corresponded with, including 380 employed 
officers, only 387 of whom were accepted by the Associations or supervisory 
committees to which they were suggested or recommended, so that in 
numbers the supply continues to exceed the demand. Two htmdred and 
sixty-one vacant positions were filled by the help of International Secreta- 
ries, 91 of which were for general secretaries, 55 for assistants, 63 for physical 
directors, 8 for educational directors, 7 for religious work directors, 23 for 
boys* work directors, and 14 for state and county secretaries. In response 
- to 239 other requests for men we were imable to suggest any that were 
acceptable. From the Association training schools in Springfield, Mass., and 
Chicago, 111., 54 men became secretaries, assistants and physical directors 
last year and there are 175 students now in these schools, 56 of whom will 
soon graduate. The various summer training schools and institutes were 
attended by more than 800 men and a larger enrollment of students is 
expected for 1909. These schools are doing much to increase the efficiency 
of the Associations* employed officers. 

THE WORK IN FOREIGN LANDS. 

The number of foreign secretaries on the field reached eighty-two during 
the year, distributed as follows : Argentina, three ; Brazil, five ; Ceylon, one ; 
China, twenty-six; Cuba, two; Hongkong, three; India, eighteen; Japan, 
seven; Korea, four; Levant, one; Mexico, eight; Philippines, two; Uruguay, 
one; and one for South America at large. This is a net gain of ten for the 
year. Four additional secretaries, J. R. Mott, H. P. Andersen, E. T. Colton 
and W. E. Holdren are engaged in the home administration of the foreign 
work, while affiliated with it is the special effort on the continent of Europe 
aided by Mr. James Stokes, representing an expenditure in 1908 of 
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$15,041.31. The budget of the Foreign Department, proper, in 1908, 
amounted to $178,882.97. 

The year has been marked by the projection of the movement into new 
centers and countries and among hitherto imreached groups and classes. 
The opening of each new building pushes back the barriers and gives actual 
entrance into circles that before could be claimed by faith alone. This fact 
is particularly patent in the fresh experiences with the seven hostels erected 
and opened during the year in tlie Japanese government student strong- 
holds. Each one is at once a social magnet to the indifferent, a shelter to 
men hard pressed by temptations and a fortress from which may be directed 
concerted attacks upon the forces of evil and imbelief. Branches have 
been organized in Seoul and Shanghai for Japanese. The latter has been 
described as the livest organization among the 7,000 Japanese in that port. 
A beginning and real progress has been made among Japanese railway men 
in Korea and Manchuria, the companies operating these 1,500 miles of 
American-equipped lines co-operating financially. A promising work has 
been latmched in Canton, the largest city of the heathen world. Chentu 
in westernmost China, has effected a provisional organization; and steps 
have been taken to supplement the Settlement branch in Foochow by one 
within the Walled City. A pioneer physical director has been sent to China 
and another to India. The first secretary is now set apart for Latin 
American students in the person of the associate secretary at Buenos Aires, the 
seat of the national imiversity of Argentina, with 3,000 students. Banga- 
lore initiated a boys* department, composed in part of Mohammedans. A 
distinct departure in athletics occurred in Allahabad, where a Mohammedan 
loaned a field and a Hindu furnished suits for the team. New college asso- 
ciations have been organized in Ceylon and China and the equivalent of 
one in a newly created student department of the Sao Paulo Association. 
Since the last report, a strong independent Protestant club in Montevideo 
has become a Young Men's Christian Association and a general secretary 
has been assigned to that Uruguayan capital of 300,000 population. Porto 
Alegre, Brazil, now has the leadership of a secretary maintained by the 
Foreign Department; and in Buenos Aires, a secretary imder appointment 
for Santiago, Chile, is engaged in language study and final preparation. 

In making possible these extensions, and in the erection of new buildings, 
the Assciation constituencies on the foreign field have contributed an 
increasing share. At the dedication of the Seoul building on land provided 
by local resources a further large sum was raised for endowment purposes. 
Shanghai, within two years after giving $50,000 for a Chinese building 
pledged another $40,000 in three weeks for an athletic field and the site of a 
future boys' building. Buenos Aires, Shanghai, Calcutta and Mexico City 
now provide for current expenses from two to five and a half times as much 
as they receive from the Foreign Department. 

Parallel with the material and institutional growth has been an even more 
pronoimced increase in the spiritual fruitfulness of the foreign Associations. 
The evening schools of the Japanese city Associations are uniformly pro- 
ductive of inqtiirers and baptisms. Twenty-one government students 
tmited with churches in Osaka, chiefly the result of Association influence 
through Bible classes. The promotion of Bible study under the difficult 
Latin American conditions has reached the point of demonstrated feasibility 
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in Buenos Aires and Rio. The former Association has been moved dtiring 
the year by a spiritual awakening and, the transforming of many lives. 
The outstanding encouragement of the year in North China was the clear 
conversion and bold confession of Mr. Chang Po Ling, a leading educator 
and member of the provincial board of education. In Seoul, sixty- five men 
and boys declared their desire and purpose to be Christians. Both the 
College and European branches in Calcutta were refreshed by evangelistic 
missions, and the Boys' branch saw its first Hindu member baptized. 
Soldiers in the Allahabad Association camp and students in the five Indian 
summer conferences were found responsive to the claims of Christ. South 
India and Ceylon, under the ministry of Messrs. Eddy and Harte, record 
himdreds of decisions, including some scores of Hindus and Mohammedans. 
From the field of the student Associations of China, 249 have united with 
the Church, and many have given themselves to the work of the Christian 
ministry. The summer conferences of Japan, China and India trained 
over 1,000 students for more efficient Christian service in their colleges and 
laid chief emphasis upon Bible study, evangelism and recruiting the leader- 
ship of the church. 

The achievements among the Chinese and Korean students in Tokio have 
richly rewarded the thorough-going program carried on among them for 
the past three years. The constituency now includes more than 5,000 
long-term Chinese students and 700 Korean students. A staff numbering 
more than twenty, under the direction of the Foreign Department, are 
addressing themselves to this rare Christian opportunity, including mis- 
sionaries furnished by several societies, native and foreign secretaries and 
teachers. As many as 360 different students, representing every province 
in China, were in educational classes in a single term the past year. Two 
large evangelistic Bible classes are conducted at the two most important 
centers in Tokio and small groups in the homes of the secretaries and mis- 
sionaries; one of the latter, enroling sixty members, yielded sixteen acces- 
sions to the Student Church. This large body of organized Christians, 
authorized by the Shanghai Centenary Conference and under the general 
supervision of an interdenominational committee created by it, now num- 
bers two per cent of the Chinese students in Tokyo, and additional baptisms 
are of weekly occurrence. Sixty of the Korean students in Tokyo are bap- 
tized Christians; and the senior secretary with them states that fully 100 
will unite with the Church on their return home. 

The foreign receipts for 1908 advanced $10,278 over the preceding year 
in the face of prevailing financial depression. Public acknowledgment 
is here due the consecrated givers of large and small means who, in making 
this possible, were impelled by the conviction that the signs of God's pur- 
poses are determinative in the realm of stewardship and that present day 
events in the Kingdom offer no place for halting or retrenchment. The list 
of Associations increasing their gifts last year in sums ranging from $500 to 
$3,000 each, includes Toronto; Worcester, Mass.; Plainfield, N. J.; Lynch- 
burg, Va.; Erie, Pa.; Lansing, Mich.; Cedar Rapids, la.; Duluth, Minn.; 
Colorado Springs; Denver; Los Angeles; Seattle; Spokane and Walla Walla, 
Wash.

At Atascadero, Cal., joint maneuvers were held by the U. S. troops of the department of California 
and the State troops. Sixty writing spaces were provided but were not nearly enough; 28,500 sheets of 
writing paper were given out; 2,500 letters and cards written and posted in one day was not tmusual: 
l.OSefcards and 700 letters is the record for 3H hours one evening. On several evenings when counts 
were made a thousand men were in and about the Association tents at one time. Six historical lectures. ' 
four band concerts, illustrated stories and sermons were attended by an average of 600 men. One evening 
toward the close of the encampment and after the National Guard had left it was observed that nearly 
50 men were writing, the reading tent was crowded, 46 men were playing games, a large group was gathered 
around the organ singing religxous songs, a crowd of over 200 was listening to a band concert and still 
another group was standing about a big camp fire. — From Secretary's Report 

The absolute need for a better equipment for work at the Aldershot Militia Camp (Maritime Prov- 
inces) among the 4,000 men^ who annually drill there has been keenly felt and a building is being 
planned to cost about $2,000.

The thirty-fifth Conference of the Association of Employed Officers, with the Affili 
ated Conferences, convened at Omaha, Nebraska, Jtme 1, to 6, 1909. The ^nera 
theme of the Conference was "The Present Day Objective and Relations of the Youni 
Men's Christian Association." 

Representative commissions presented carefully prepared reports on "The Presen

The student enrolment the past year has been 118, as contrasted with 115 last 
year, and 103 the year previous. Graduate students 2, senior class 25, middle class 
33, junior class 48, junior preparatory class 11. 

The students at Springfield come from all parts of the world. In addition to the 
United States and Canada, young men are enrolled from England, Ireland, Prance, 
fTniland, New Zealand, Australia, Korea and 3apan. 
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The Training School grounds are within the city of Springfield, and consist of 34 
acres on the west side of Massasoit Lake, and Gerrish Grove, which contains 25 acres 
on the east shore of Massasoit Lake, These grounds with the lake furnish unrivalled 
opportunities for athletic and aquatic sports. The central building erected in 1896 
at a cost of $45,000, provides for class rooms, offices, library, chapel and 60 dor- 
mitories. The gymnasium. Woods Hall a^^d the boat house furnish excellent equip- 
ment for the work of the institution. The Training School now has a property valued 
at $200,000, and an endowment of $100,000. 

Special plans are being made to observe the annivarsary exercises in June, 1910, 
when a large ntmiber of the altmmi and friends of the School are expected to be present. 

The Training School offers two courses of study each covering three years. Grad- 
uates of other institutions will be given advanced standing. 

The secretarial course, which is based upon the study of man, leads to the degrees 
of Bachelor and Master of Humanics (b. h. and m. h.). These degrees stand for 
preparation for service. 

The ph^rsical course, which prepares for the physical directorship in the Young 
Men's Christian Association and other institutions, leads to the degrees of Bachelor 
and Master of Physical Education (b. p. b. and m. p. e.). 

The past year marked additions have been made in the normal work of the insti- 
tution. The Sunday School Athletic League of Springfield, which enrols over 600 
boys from fifteen Sunday-schools, is largely under the direction of students at the 
School in its Bible class work, athletics, coaching, study of hygiene, etc. The local 
Associations of Springfield, Holyoke, and Westfield, the Boys Club, the playgrounds 
and other activities furnish large oportunities for normal work. 

The student body is organized into a Young Men's Christian Association with 
sixteen departments. This organization last year handled the religious work, the 
athletics, the social life, the dining hall, and many other activities of the institution. 

The past year additions have been made to the courses in hygiene, religious 
education, philosophy, college and playground administration, physiological physics 
and chemistry, nature study, music, the library and other departments.

** Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that professional training in 
schools for that purfose be recommended as most desirable for those who are secured for 
Association leaaership, such training to compare in character and to be not less thorough 
than that required for entrance into other professions,** 
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The Institute and Training School offers a two-year course for secretarial students 
and a three-year course for physical directors. Each jrear consists of four terms, 
the summer term being g^ven at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin, where courses are offered 
for both present and prospective employed Association Officers. .College graduates, 
especially those who have had city Association experience, may complete the course 
in from one to two years, according to proficiency. Students may begin their pro- 
fessional training in the stunmer school. 

The courses of study include, the history, principles, organization and methods 
of Young Men's Christian Associations; the adininistration of the physical, educa- 
tional, boys' and religious work departments; the history of Christianity; studies in 
psychology, sociology, philanthropy and English Bible as related to Association 
work. A distinct course is provided for physical directors covering the field of theory 
and practice in physical training. The location of the school in the heart of a great 
city and in the midst of metropolitan Association activities gives unexcelled oppor- 
tunity for original investigation and participation in the actual work of the Association.

'^HE PHYSICAL DIRECTORS' SOCIETY 

OP THE 

Young Men's Christian Associations op North America 

The Physical Directors' Society of the Young Men's Christian Associations of 
1\ Drth America was organized at Lakewood, N. Y., June, 1903. 

The object of the organization is the promotion of physical training in general, 
and its relation to the Young Men's Christian Association in particular. Membership 
consists of two classes, active and associate. 

The active are Young Men's Christian Association physical directors and assist- 
ant physical directors; associates are any Young Men's Christian Association members 
who may be interested in physical training. The annual membership is two dollars, 
including the monthly magazine "Physic^ Training." 

The present officers of the society are: George J. Fisher, M.D., President; J. Y. 
Cameron, Vice-President; C. E. Beckett, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The above with M. I. Foss, G. B. Affleck and Henry F. Kallenberg, M. D., con- 
stitute the Executive Committee. 

The society is a valuable organization to the physical work in that 

I. It represents unity. Things are being accomplished which could not be done 
by isolated effort, viz: * 

(a) Publication of Physical Training. 

(b) Annual Conferences, where the discussion of important themes has 
provided mental stimulus and promoted advanced propagandas of work. 

(c) Enriched the literature of physical training and brought about a stand- 
ardization of method — ^bibliography of physical training, uniform anthropometric 
blanks, nomenclature, graded elementary exercises, etc. 

II. It represents fraternity. It brings the various physical directors, older and 
yotmger, mature and immature, experienced and inexperienced in contact with each 
other in a receptive and serviceable way. Friendships are made and strengthened, 
S5rmpathetic relations are established. 

Six annual conferences have been held: St. Louis, Mo., 1904; Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
1905; Indianapolis, Ind., 1906; Washington, November, 1907; Ocean City, Jime, 1908; 
Omaha, Neb., June, 1909. 

These conferences are held annually and in conjtmction with either the Inter- 
national convention or the Employed Officers' conference. 

Standing conmiittees on Anthropometry, Graded Gymnastics, Religious Oi^an- 
ization, Research, Social Service, Bibliography, Sexual Hygiene, etc., promote activity 
in the study of these subjects throughout the year and result in valuable original con- 
tributions. 
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THE Y. M. C. A. ATHLETIC LEAGUE 

In the General Secretaries' Conference, held at Orange, N. J., in 1889, there was 
extended discussion regarding the advantages of the formation of an Athletic League 
among the associations. Upon vote, a committee was appointed to consider the 
matter, and, if it seemed wise, to proceed at once with the organization of such a 
league. The committee consisted of Messrs. James McConaughy, George W. Ehler, 
and George A. Sanford. It became evident very soon that the action contemplated 
was beyond the function of the Secretaries' Conference and belonged to the Inter- 
national Convention and the International Committee. Accordingly the matter was 
referred to the International Committee and the sub-committee on physical work 
was instructed to proceed as rapidly as possible with the preparation of a scheme that 
might be useful in working out this problem. 

The result was a plan of athletics which should build men all-round rather than 
provide competition in individual events, and a system of marking bv which an 
absolute and not a relative rank or mark could be given, thus giving to athletic games 
the character of an examination rather than of a contest. 

The International Conventions of 1889 and 1891 discussed favorably the forma- 
tion of an Athletic League. In 1892, the State Committee of Illinois requested the 
International Committee to take steps in this direction, and the International Con- 
vention of 1893 instructed the committee to present its plan to the next convention. 

The Physical Directors* Conference, held in Springfield, Mass., in 1894, requested 
the International Convention to perfect the organization of an Athletic League at as 
early a date as possible. 

After that the matter was carried forward rapidly and reached its first definite 
step October 3, 1895, in the appointment of a committee which, tmder the direction of 
the International Committee, should govern the League. This committee held its 
first meeting on the following day and has since continued careful oversight of the 
League. 

The League now enrolls in its membership 180 associations and over 3,000 athletes 
taking part in competitive games. 

Spirit of the League, The League endeavors to foster clean sport between gentle- 
men. The following statements express the spirit to be sought and maintained in such 
sport. It is the privilege and duty of every committee and person connected with the 
I^gue to embody these principles in his own actions and to earnestly advocate them 
before others. 

(1) The rules of games are to be regarded as mutual agreements, the spirit or 
letter of which one should no sooner try to evade or break than one would any other 
agreement between gentlemen. The stealing of advantage in sport is to be regarded 
in the same way as stealing of any other kind. 

(2) Visiting teams are the honored guests of the home team, and all their mutual 
relationships are to be governed by the spirit which is understood to guide in such 
relationships. 

(3) No action is to be done nor course of conduct pursued which would seem 
ungentlemanly or dishonorable if known to one's opponents or the public. 

(4) No advantages are to be sought over others except those in which the game is 
understood to show superiority. 

(5) Advantage should not be taken of the laxity of officials in interpreting and 
enforcing rules. 

(6) Officers and opponents are to be regarded and treated as honest in intention. 
When opponents are evidently not gentlemen, and officers manifestly dishonest or 
incompetent, future relationsmps with them may be avoided. 

(7) Decisions of officials are to be abided by, even when they seem unfair. 
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(8) Ungentlemanly or unfair means are not to be used even when they are used 
by opponents. 

(9) Good points in others should be appreciated and suitable recognition given. 

The League is allied with other athletic organizations, namely, the Amateur 
Athletic Union and the Canadian Y. M. C. A. Athletic League. By the terms of 
alliance these bodies recog^ze the Athletic League registrations and sancti 3ns, and 
the Leasee has representation on the governing bodies of these organizations, and con- 
sequently a voice in the framing of their laws. 

The membership and annual dues are $5.00. Individual athletic registration 
costs 25 cents per year. Sanctions for athletic meets, basket ball and other games are 
issued upon application without cost to associations which are members of the League. 

Every association in the League is entitled to one copy of the Hand Book, free, 
additional copies costing 10 cents each.

If it were not for your organ I would have had to go on this 
trip without one, because Mr. Asher refused to carry the old 
one on account of its being so heavy.
